Christians, awake! 


One of the popular Christmas carols cries 
“Christians, awake, salute the happy morn...’’ But if 
current trends visible in public schools are any in- 
dication, Christians will be over-whelmed with 
paganism at a time of great Christian celebration. 


“Schools defend de-emphasis of religion in’ yule 
events” was a typical headline of recent days and 
weeks. We were told that the Christ had to go out of 
Christmas. Classroom programs could feature a 
‘winter holiday’ or celebration, but not a birthday of 
God made man. 


We Christians ought to be ashamed of ourselves. We 
have allowed the forces of anti-Christ to overwhelm 
the importance of the greatest birth in history and let 
it revert into the pagan festival from which we 
originally liberated it. 


Where have we come in 2000 years? Are we so 
complacent that we cannot, or will not, see the serious 
threat of this. blatant challenge to our beliefs? 


There can be no Christmas without Christ, even if 
we have to change the religious celebration to another 
date and leave Dec. 25, pagan style, to the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 


More attacks on church 


It may not be the best way to start a New Year, but 
these attacks on the things that matter are all too 
persistent. Even termites have gotten into the act. 


Yes, these miniature attackers have had the 
audacity to invade the attic of the nuns chapel at the 
Benedictine Convent of Perpetual Adoration in San 
Diego. Underneath that-golden dome there lurked the 
enemy — until the pest control people took over. 


The Sisters continued praying without pause, while 
Chemical Engineers took over in the attic. ‘‘The 
termites didn’t get very far,’’ said Sister Mary 
Kathryn, convent superior. 


A man of peace 


Father Jerry Bevilacqua who writes the One Minute 
Bible Insight is a more peaceful man than I. When I 
took to task anonymous correspondent FG for saying 
an ‘eighth grader’ could point out the error in Father 
Jerry’s statement that Paul did not quote Christ 
much, the Augustinian teacher defended FG. 


He wrote to me: “‘It is difficult to back down on 
friends, but in the interests of truth, whom I consider 
our greatest friend, I must clear up any ambiguity.”’ 


He then goes on to show that St. Paul makes a 
number of allusions to the teaching of Jesus, and in the 
Epistle to the Romans (12:14-14:14) he echoes the 
teachings of the Sermon on the Mount. ‘‘Generally St. 
Paul expresses in theoretical form what Jesus taught 
in images and parables. But most significant of all, St. 
Paul’s way of life is a limpid example of the teaching 
of Jesus,” writes Father Jerry. 


But he does assert that there are only three places 
where Paul directly quotes Christ. One is the in- 
stitution of the Eucharist (1 Corinthians 11:24), 


another where Jesus speaks directly to Paul for his. 


encouragement (2 Corinthians 12:9) and finally in his 
speech to the elders of the church at Ephesus where 
St. Paul quotes Jesus as saying,‘‘There is more 
happiness in giving than in receiving.” (Acts 20:35) 


Pax vobiscum FG. 
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Notice for good cause 


The notice looked incongruous hanging askew on the 
elegant bronze doors to the Immaculata chapel on the 
USD campus. At a distance it looked like a sign for a 
garage sale, maybe. 


But it was all in a good cause. It was simply Father 
Neal Dolan’s way of telling students in a hurry to 
finish finals and get away, that he would be available 
in the confessional. 


Largest diocese in U.S. 


My comments here about the size of Bishop Quinn’s 
new diocese — 70,000 square miles and the largest in 
the country — brought some interesting thoughts from 
fellow-columnist Dale Francis, who is also editor of 
the National Catholic Register. 


He tells me he is familiar with both Oklahoma and | 


North Carolina which were the subject of my com- 
ments regarding the large and small of it all. As 
distances go in Okahoma, he writes, the two centers of 
Catholic population, Oklahoma and Tulsa City, are 
close together and if the diocese were to be divided it 
would have to be cut right down the middle. 


In contrast, he writes, the Catholic population in 
North Carolina has been widely scattered, which is 
probably one reason why the Raleigh diocese was 
recently split. 


Dale Francis adds the comment that he considers 
Oklahoma City-Tulsa diocese is very fortunate in 
having Bishop Quinn. “‘I long ago learned how highly 
he is regarded by other bishops.”’ 


Self-made, of course 


Did you hear about the self-made man lecturing his 
wife: ‘‘The trouble with some people is that they don’t 
admit their faults. I’d admit mine, if I had any.”’ 

Must be the same man who sings, as he looks into his 
mirror every morning, ‘‘How great thou art.” 


Adults ought to engage in such 
friendly discussion with young 
people that both age groups, 
overcoming the age barrier, 
may become better acquainted 
and share the special benefits 
each generation can offer the 
other. Adults should stimulate 
young persons first by good 
example to take part in the 
apostolate, if the opportunity 
presents itself, by offering them 
effective advice and willing 
assistance. -

We talk freedom 


It is cheap and easy to talk about freedom. It is 
far more difficult to implement it. The Catholic 
press of this nation has undergone con- 
siderable changes in recent years.

Diocesan newspapers were once the voice of 
authority handing down instructions, exhor- 
tations and even demands. There are still 
some which tend that way, but they are a dying 
breed. 


Most diocesan newspapers — Catholic weeklies 
— have been given a freedom in recent years 
which far exceeds that freedom enjoyed by the 
secular press. 


The only ‘pressure group’ is truth. The only basic 
guideline is that what is published should be in 
the best interests of the truth. 


This does not mean that all news and views 
published here are authority speaking. But it 
does mean that this is what is felt important 
for SC readers to know, in the interests of their 
own search for the truth. 


Diocesan weekly newspapers are not a luxury. 
They are a necessity in this time of mass 
communication and change. They help to 
guide to the truth.

In the early 1950s not too many years after the 
strip was launched, Rev. Short was a student in 
theology at Southern Methodist University. He 
had a professor who brought ‘‘Peanuts’’ to class 
to illustrate religious and psychological themes. 


REV. SHORT WAS enthralled with the idea of 
using the simple pictures and remarks of 
Schultz’ characters to put the Christian message 
across. He organized a slide show and lecture 
with the permission of the artist. The Gospel

REV. SHORT and theologian Robert McAfee 
Brown have each suggested that Snoopy serves 
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as a symbol of Christ in ‘‘Peanuts.”’ Literary and — 
theological precedents for this symbol can be 
found in the works of Francis Thompson, 
dramatist T.S. Eliot and the Dominican order, 
whose members were once called ‘‘dogs of the 
Lord.” 

While some may find Snoopy’s combination of 
humor. and humility inappropriate in a 
theological context, Rev. Short finds it ap- 
propriate. He says that the basic proclamation of 
Christianity is that the ‘‘humiliated, despised, 
rejected, crucified Jesus. .was God. This 
lowliness will always offend. . .us as long as we 
are quite sure of ourselves and self-possessed.”’ 

And Schulz thinks humor is particularly im- 
portant in faith. ‘‘Those who find no humor in 
aith, ’’ he has said, ‘‘are probably those who find

The Schulz use of children to illustrate at- 
titudes is not new in Western Christianity. In the 
late 19th Century, Sunday school materials in . 
both England and the U.S. were peopled with 
“little adults,” as Dr. Robert Lynn, a historian of 
religious education, has noted. 


Such “‘little adults’ dressed, spoke and 


gestured like their parents. They were presented 


as filled with sin. 


FOR THE MODERN mind, the ‘‘Peanuts”’ 
characters are less austere, perhaps more 
likeable and certainly reflect more childlike 
innocence than do the children in early Sunday 
school literature. 

Hoever, ‘‘everyman’’ Charlie Brown does not 
exist in a playroom. He is not left off the hook 
when it comes to disappointment, frustration 
and ignorance; he is left up a tree and Lucy 
always moves the football he tries to kick each 
year. 

Hope intercedes. Charlie Brown keeps trying 
to kick the ball, just as Snoopy does not give up 
the quest for the Red Baron. The miracle of 
making a friend comes to Charlie; Snoopy is 
loyal. Linus lights a candle rather than curse the 
darkness. The self may be humbled. But there is

We can see through the years that followed, that Paul- 
ine’s association rapidly spread throughout France and 
into all of Europe.

on new life among the most undeveloped peoples; we can 
see the Faith planted and nurtured in the newly settled 
territories of America, thanks to the support — genera- 
tion after generation — of members of this association. 


We can see Pauline’s dream come true 50 years 
ago, when in 1922, Pope Pius XI made Pauline’s 
association his own by raising it to the Pontifical 
Society for the Propagation of the Faith, making it 
the instrument for the universal Church’s mission- 


ary activity. 


Through the years, then, to the present day, we have 
seen the Church, the missions, and the needs of the world’s 
poor change and grow. We have seen the Catholic laity 
become rightfully involved in the life and works of God’s 
People, the Church, and we have seen the members of the 
society each year giving witness to their Faith in meeting 
the urgent needs of their own times.

171 priests join 
in farewell Mass 
for Bishop Quinn

PRIESTS of the San Diego 
diocese paid tribute to 


E Bishop John R. Quinn at a 


concelebrated Mass_ in 
Immaculata Chapel before 
he left to become Bishop of 
Oklahoma City-Tulsa. 


It was a Mass. of 
Thanksgiving for his 18 
years of service to the 
diocese as priest and bishop, 
but it turned out also to bean 
affectionate and moving 
farewell from his fellow 
priests. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher was 
principal concelebrant. Also 
concelebrating was Bishop 
Quinn and Bishop Manuel 
Perez Gil of Mexicali who 
came across the border to 
say goodbye to an old friend. 


CONCELEBRANTS were 
71 priests, the largest 
number in the history of the 
diocese. More than 100 
priests were also in the 
congregation. 


Msgr. John Baer, rector of 
St. Francis Seminary, 


summed it all up for the 
priests in his homily: 

“It is an occasion both of 
joy and sadness, because 
while we honor Bishop Quinn 
and rejoice with him in his 
new appointment, at the 
same time we feel a sense 
of loss.” 


HE NOTED that Bishop 
Quinn, as diocesan seminary 
professor and_ rector, 
“contributed significantly to 
the priestly formation of 
many who are concelebrants 
at this Mass today.” 


A bishop’s “‘dedication to 
his flock,’’ said Msgr. Baer,

Deacon points 
to future needs 


As I was reading the article 
about the Priests’ Senate 
approving Bishop Maher’s 
plan for a $1.75 million 
diocesan fund raising drive 
(SC Dec. 2), my thoughts 
turned to the future of our 
diocese. 

Society is changing at a 
rate unheard of twenty-five 
or fifty years ago. More 
changes have happened in 
the last fifty years than in 
the 2,000 years since the 
birth of Christ, and the rate 
of change will probably 
increase in the future. 

Thus the Church must look 
not just five or ten years 
ahead but twenty-five or 
even fifty, if this is possible. 
Otherwise our drives and 
programs become just ‘‘first 
aid’’ measures. 

Unless we look with vision 
into the future we run the 
danger of perpetuating 
programs which will be 
obsolete in ten years or of 
prolonging good programs 
which with deeper insight, 
could be made twice as good. 

Yet the advice we need, to 


see with vision into the 
future must be  in- 
terdisciplinary. 


With all due respect to the 
Diocesan Consultors and the 
Priests’ Senate, we need 
knowledgable, visionary 
people from all the fields 
that affect the human person 
e.g. medicine, sociology, 
genetics, banking, 
education, psychology as 
well as morality, theology, 
etc. to advise the Church and 
the Bishop. 

These people should also 
be familiar with our 
diocesan programs and be 
able to advise the diocese as 
to where society is going in 
the future and how these 
changes will affect the 
Church. 

Closer contact should also 
be maintained with other 
dioceses and what they are 
doing. 


Without’ such a com-_ 


prehensive, ‘in- 
terdisciplinary advisory 
board for the Church and, in 
particular, this diocese, we 
may repeat the ‘Galileo

‘May be crippled in mind or body . . . 
but nothing wrong with their souls’ 


By Ronald J. McAllister 


THE MASS was celebrated 
on a_ typically chill 
December morning in San 
Bernardino. 

It might not have been 
anything that a man walking 
in off the street would im- 


_ mediately have thought of as 


particularly special. But it 
was. 


It was billed as a ‘Special 
Education Christmas Folk 
Mass” and it was even more 
special than the label im- 
plies. 


HERE WERE nearly 100 
people gathered from Saint 
Anne’s parish to participate 
in a special worship put 
together with the active 
participation of 11 very 
special young people. 

Each of the altar boys was 
mentally retarded. With the 
assistance of two regular 
acolytes, they performed 
admirably. The cross and 
candle bearers were also 
retarded; their performance 
was equally flawless. 

Lectors and singers, too, 
were handicapped in one 
way or another; yet the 
sounds were a joyous praise 
to a God they had come to 
know. It was a very special 
Mass. 


IT WAS A special day for 
everyone, but even more so 
for eight-year-old John. The 
victim of seven different 
handicaps, he made his first 
Communion at that special 
Mass while everyone there 
shared his joy. 

How does it come to pass 
that a group of retarded 
children would be together 
like this? Actually these 
young people, age seven to 
30, are members of a CCD 
class at Saint Anne’s. 

The class has been running 
for five years under the 
direction of Mrs. Jan Clark, 
co-chairman’ of special 
education programs for the 
CCD’s northern regional 
office. 

WORKING with a handful 
of dedicated teachers and 
aides, all of whom par- 
ticipated in the Mass, the 
class is able to operate on a 
one-to-one basis with 
students. ; 

“One of the things that is 
necessary in a program such 
as this,’’ Mrs. Clark said, ‘‘is 
a co-operative priest who is 
attuned to this kind of work. 
We’ve got one here in Father 
Wood.”’ : 

Father Edward Wood, 


associate pastor at Saint_ 


Anne’s and celebrant for. the 


Mass, has been involved with 
the “special ed” group 
since coming here three 
years ago. 

AT PRESENT there are 
seven programs operating in 
Riverside and San Ber- 
nardino counties, but there is 


a need in just about every © 


parish. ‘‘All kinds of children 
need special educational 
help,’ Mrs. Clark pointed 
out. 


“In our class we have 
some retarded; some 
emotionally handicapped, 
some deaf, some blind, and 
the vast majority of students 
are multiply handicapped 
with two or three im- 
pairments.”’ 

In an effort to start ad- 
ditional programs, the CCD 
office is sponsoring a one- 
day workshop on teaching 
religion to handicapped

ROME (RNS)—Pope Paul 
passed up the pomp and

Mass of Peace. 


“Peace is what I want you 
to aim for during this com- 
ing year,” the Pope told the 
youngsters and some 500

“I AM HERE with you 
boys and I see that between 
you there is a sense of self- 
respect and brotherhood, 
and I have come here to 
honor that,’’ he said. ‘“‘We 
don’t want this love and 
brotherhood to be poisoned 
by the evils of progress. 


“As you know, progress 
also has its good side. But 
that does not say that it does 
not have a bad side. There

Book reviews 


Two of the Southern Cross’ priestly book reviewers, Fathers 
Charles Dollen and Warren Rouse have reviewed the same 


book. Their opinions: 


THE DECLINE AND FALL 
OF RADICAL 
CATHOLICISM BY James 
Hitchcock. Herder and 
Herder. 228 pages. $6.50. 


Depending on _ your 
definition of ‘‘radical’’ this 
little volume will shake you 
up, or turn you on. Professor 
Hitchcock considers himself 
reasonably liberal and 
therefore capable of judging 
everyone to his left, 
politically and theologically. 


His foes are people like 
Rosemary Reuther, William 
‘Dubay and, in general, the 
“under ground”’ Church. The 
National Catholic Reporter 
is the source of much of the 
material used in the_ book 
and at the same time the 
cause of many of Hitchcock’s 
annoyances. 


In the very first line of the 
book, the author says. he 
“sincerely” wishes the book 
didn’t have to be written. It’s 
too bad he didn’t follow his 
first impulse, since the 


volume, if anything, is 
premature.

Professor Hitchcock is a 
member of the faculty at St. 
Louis University and is 
considered to be both a 
liberal historian and political 
journalist. 


In his Preface he sets the 
tone for what follows: 
“There are many kinds of 
disillusionment in the post- 
conciliar (Vatican II) 
Church, and this is an at- 
tempt to articulate one of 
them.” 


He proceeds to describe 
what the terms ‘‘con- 
servative’’ and ‘‘liberal”’ 
(radical) implied before the 
council with the evolution in 
their development during the 
60s. 


While the conservatives 
have changed only 
marginally, his delineation 
of the radical movement in 
theology is incisive and 
devastating. And it will 
therefore be true, probably, 
that the liberals may dismiss 
Hitchcock’s book 
reading a chapter or two.

But he has important 
things to say. Examining the 
radicals’ own prolific and 
pseudo-infallible —_ writings 
during the past decade. 


He shows both their effects 
on everyday Catholicism — 
be it in liturgy, systematic 
and moral theology, or 
priestly and religious life — 
and the logical consequences 
involved. 


If Professor. Hitchcock is 
to be faulted for anything, it 
must be that at times he 
comes on too strong — one 
would prefer a strong stream 
to a torrent roaring like a 
flash-flood. 


He seems to overstate the 
question of the future when 
he predicts that if religious 
life. disappears ‘‘then the 
Church itself will simply 
perish.” 


Throughout the book he 
propounds a central thesis 
which is most timely: the 


presence or absence of faith. 
He writes: 


“The Church is presently 
crumbling not because its 
teachings are incredible, or 
because its structure is 
outmoded, or even primarily 
because of its moral 
hypocrisies, but because of 
the massive failure of so 
many individuals, including 
many anointed spiritual 
leaders, to interiorize their 
faith in a perceptible and 
authentic way.” 

And that is something to 
think about.

Technology aside, owes is man? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
..about the passing years and how 
they have dealt with mankind, and we 
with them. 


Inevitably we spoke of progress in 
terms of the vast technological ex- 
plosion of the last century. We mar- 
velled anew at the medical, technical 
and sociological advances; the venture 


‘into space, into the mysteries of the 


mind and body; the secrets of genetics. 

It is an awe-inspiring vision of man’s 
ingenuity, his curiosity and power of 
intellect. Observing his  ac- 
complishments in these fields, man 
might be forgiven his pride and self- 
congratulation. The years have 
brought him to the brink of control of 
his world. 


BUT WHAT OF man himself? What 
have we contributed to the years? The 
knowledge and experience of this 
technological age is built on the deposit 
of knowlege from other generations. 
Each age has climbed the steps carved 
by a previous one. Each has laid a new 
level for succeeding ages. 


Have we also built on the foundations 
of our spiritual ancestors and grown to 
greater moral and spiritual dimen- 
sions? Do we poise on their deposit of 
faith and love, of kindness and 
generosity and lay a new level of 
progress for the benefit of those who 
come after us? 


For all our advantages we have not 
improved much on the theological 
insights of St. Paul. We have added 
nothing to the simple message of 
Christ. 


WHAT CHRIST said to villagers and 
fishermen in the Palestinian wastes 
2,000 years ago is as applicable to this 
sophisticated, widely experienced — 
not always vicariously — and _ in- 
credibly knowledgeable generation. 

Two thousand years of “progress’’ 
from the time of the ‘‘gentle Galilean’’ 
and beneath the veneer and 


rationalization of civilization, we are — 


barbarians still. 


We may have abolished slavery in 
law, but we still abuse and enslave our 
fellow man. We still deny his self- 
respect and human dignity. We no 
longer hang a man for stealing a sheep 
— ora horse — but abortion on de- 
mand is legal in our land.

WE MAY SOUND more liberal and 
more concerned with brotherly love, 
but our actions and reactions reveal the 
same egocentric complacency and self- 
assertiveness of the publican Christ 
knew. 


It is our ultimate tragedy that man is 
grown to a position of dominance and 
control of his world without having 
achieved control of himself. 


No wonder the prophets foretold 
catastrophe, chaos and cataclysm!

said it very clearly. What does it profit |

We are 
spiritual pigmies dwarfed by 
technological monuments to our 
tremendous potential. 


In the essence of our human being, 
we have not progressed. We do not 
love more than Moses or Abraham. 
We are not more Christian than John 
or Peter. The fate of Mary and the 
submission of Christ have never been 
equalled, far less surpassed. 


In an era of accelerating scientific 
development, many of us, in our pre- 
occupation with witches and the oc- 
cult, with wealth and social status, 
continue to worship the golden calf 
of the Israelites. 


WHERE PEACE and confidence in 
God’s infinite love should be an ac- 
cepted way of life, fear and anxiety and 
‘the panic of insecurity prevail. 


We do not yet live as Christ showed 
us how to live. After all these years we 
have not learned that most simple of 
lessons. ‘‘Love one another.’’ And the 
next step: ‘‘It is not that we love, but 
that He first loved us.” ‘‘How long have 
I been with you and still you do not 
believe?”’

“as an offering to the 
believer awaiting his 
welcome. When this offering 
is met by faith, a life-giving 
encounter results.”

Vatican Radio lists 
year's highlights 


VATICAN CITY (RNS)— 
In a year-end summary of 
Catholic Church ac- 
complishments in 1971, 
Vatican Radio said the year 
could be characterized as 
one that ‘‘put into effect 
many of the directives of the 
Second Vatican Council.” 


Among actions taken by 
the Church, the radio listed 
the following: 


—The Synod of Bishops, 
which dealt with the 
problems of the ministerial 
priesthood and the issues of 
world justice. 


—The restructuring of the 
Pontifical Biblical Com- 
mission ‘and the publication 
of a General Cathechetical 
Directory. 


—Liturgical reforms, 
including revision of the 
“Liturgy of the Hours’’ (the 
Divine Office or Breviary), 
reform of the rites of the 
sacraments of Confirmation 
and Baptism, and changes in 
funeral services. 


—The Pope’s ‘‘motu 
proprio’’ (personal 
document) on. expediting 
procedures in marriage 
annulment cases. 


—The apostolic exhor- 


tation of Pope Paul on The 
Renewal of the Religious 
Life, which gave ratification 
to renewal of religious or- 
ders. 


—Exchanges of letters 
between the Pope and 
Patriarch Athenagoras of 
Istanbul, spiritual leader of 
world Orthodoxy,.and other 
ecumenical-oriented — ac- 
tivities of Cardinal Jan 
Willebrands, head of the 
Secretariat for Christian 
Unity. 

—Pope Paul’s frequent 
appeals for peace in Viet- 
nam, the Middle East, 


Northern Ireland. 


—Publication of the Pope’s 
wide-ranging apostolic letter 
on social justice, Octogesima 
Adveniens (The Coming 
Eightieth), marking the 80th 
anniversary of Pope Leo 
XIII’s social encyclical, 
Rerum Novarum. 


—Papal pleas for

Brainwashed, says prelate 


BONN (RNS) — Cardinal 
Josef Mindszenty, exiled 
Hungarian Primate, has de- 
clared that his alleged 
“confessions” at the 1949 
Communist show trial in 
Hungary were made 
“without any control” of his 
will. 


In an interview with the 
West German Sunday news- 
paper, Welt am Sonntag, the 
80-year-old cardinal said 
the charges against him 
were constructed by “an un- 
believable distortion of 
facts.” 


“For many days,” he said, 
“I was so intensively pre- 
pared physically and 
psychologically that the 
statements and _ ‘confes- 
sions’ came out without any 
control of my will.” 


IT WAS ONLY after his 
conviction, he added, that 
he became aware that he 
had “confessed.” 


Cardinal Mindszenty was 
sentenced to a life term in 
1949 for alleged espionage 
and treason. 


Released from prison by 
“freedom fighters” in the 
uprising of 1956, he took re- 


fuge in the U.S. embassy in 


Budapest after Soviet tanks: 


had crushed the ill-fated re- 
bellion. 


ALLOWED TO leave his 
self-imposed refuge last 
September, after Hun- 
garian authorities decreed 
an amnesty, he promised 
never to return to his home- 
land. 


He came to Rome at the 
urging of Pope Paul VI and 
shortly afterwards took up 
residence in Vienna, Au- 
stria. 


The prelate disclosed in 
the interview — which the 
paper said. was the first 
interview he had granted 
since coming to Vienna — 
that he was putting the 
finishing touches to his 
memoirs in which he will 
describe the 15 years he 
spent at the U.S. Embassy 
in Budapest.
